1. : mie Centro Soaial Recreativo, with its Club Rooms at 115 MWedhurst 
Road, Shanghai, shall function under the following Articles. 

2. me Center shall be called the "Centro Social Recreative" and it 
shall be registered at the Pertuguese Gensulate General at Shanghai. 

3. The Center shall be a Proprietary Club, the names of the froprietor: 
being registered as such at the Portuguese Consulate General at Shanghai. 
4. The Centro Social Recreativo is instituted to provide a central and 
convenient Club in Shanghai for members of the Portuguese and all other 
comnunities, and to do all such things as in the opinion of the 
Proprietors shall tend to promote Portuguese relations with other 
nationalities. 

5 The objects for which the Center is formed ares- To sponsor 
recreation and entertainment by means of social gatherings, dances, 
concerts, card games, lectures, books and periodicals. 

6. The Center shall be under the management and direction of a Bard 
composed of five (5) Trustees appointed by the Proprietors of the Genter. 
7. This Board shall include a President, an Honarary Secretary, an ö 
Honorary Treasurer, an Assistant Honorary Secretary and an Assistant 
Henorary Treasurer, all of whom shall be Pertuguese Citizens and dul 
registered at the Portuguese Consulate General as such Citizens. 

8. The Trustees shall remain in office till death or resignation, or 
until the Proprietors shall think proper te remove any ene er more of 
them.
